Extending the time for tlje collection of. Taxes in Yuma County. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : — 



Section 1. That the time allowed by section twenty-two, chapter thirty- 
three, of the Howell Code, for the collection of taxes, is hereby extended 
in Yuma County, for the current year, until the first day of December, and 
that the Collector of said Yuma County is hereby authorized to collect the 
taxes of said county on or before the first day of December next. 



Sec. 2. That the acts of the County Collector, County Treasurer, and 
other officers of Yuma County, under the provisions of this act, shall bo 
held as legal and valid as though performed in full compliance with the 
said section of chapter thirty-three of the Code. 



Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

SECTietJf-i-^ That the road or route known as the "Walnut Grove and 
Turkcj^fi^t^ek Trail," leading from BelPs ranch, on the La Paz and Prescott 
lloa<i,-ttiTurkey Creek, to wit : commencing at BelPs ranch, continuing in 
a Tsmitti-easterly direction to Walnut Grove ; from thence, continuing in an 
l-lsgisterly direction, to the Bully Buena mine, and thence (connecting at the 
Suily Buena mine, with the Big Bug Road) in a north-easterly direction to 
'^Woolsey's ranch, situated on the Agua Frio, shall be declared by the pas- 
sage of this Act a County Road, free for all intents and purposes therein 
required. ^ 

Sec. 2. That the road or route known as the "Walnut Grove and Pres- 
cott trail," leading from Walnut Grove to Prescott, running from said 
Walnut Grove in a north-easterly direction, shall also be declared by the 
passage of this Act a County Road, free, for all intents and purposes 
therein required. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT 

Providing for the permanent location of the seat of justice of Mohave County ^ 

by a direct vote of the People, 

Bo it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. That the Board of Supervisors of Mohave County may, and 
they are hereby empowered to, cause a special election to be held in the 
different precincts of said county, on such day as they may appoint prior to 
the first day of January, A.D. 1867, for the purpose of declaring the place 
where the County Seat of said county shall be permanently established ; 
provided, that said place shall be either at the town of Hardyville, or 
Moliq-ve City in said county, and not elsewhere. 
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Sec. 2. Said election shall be ordered by the Board of Supervisors of 
said county, and it shall be the duty of the Sherifi', when said election is so 
ordered, to post notice thereof in each election precinct withinieaid county, 
at least ten days previous to the day of holding such election. 

Sec: 3. The manner of holding such election shall be the samie as that 
for electing county officers, the voters designating in their ballots the place, 
of their choice by writing on the ballot the words " Hardy ville '' or ** Mo- 
have City,'' and the place having a majority of the votes cast shall be 
declared the seat of justice, or county seat of said county. 

Sec. 4. The Judges of each precinct in said county are required to make 
a return of the vote in said precinct, to the Secretary of the Territory, who 
shall canvass the vote and declare the result to the Supervisors of said 
county, and the Supervisors shall thereupon proceed to establish the county 
seat, in accordance with the declared result, and give public notice thereof 
by publication in the Arizona Miner for thirty days, and by posting notice 
at the county seat. 

Sec. 5. If the Board of Supervisors of said county do no't call a special 
election on or before the first day of January, A. D. 186T, for- the purpose 
aforesaid, then at the next general election a vote may be taken in a like 
manner and with like elFect, as provided for said special election. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

IVansferring a special fund to the general fund, in the Territorial Treasury. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. That all funds in the Territorial Treasury, which have 
accrued, or may hereafter accrue, under the provisions of Section fifty-one. 
Chapter fifty, Howell Code, entitled " Of the Registry and Government of 
Mines and Mineral Deposits," are hereby transferred to the general fund in 
the Territorial Treasury. 

Sec 2. This Act to take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

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^ AN ACT 

* Creating the Office of District Attorney. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. There shall be a District Attorney in each of the counties of 
this Territory, who shall be elected by the qualified electors of each county, 
at the general election in the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
seven, and every two years thereafter, whose terra of office shall commence 
on the first day of Decern her of the year in which he is elected. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon the duties of his office, he shall execute 
and file with the County Eecorder a bond, in the penal sum of one thousand 
dollars, to the county, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office. 

Sec. 3. The District Attorney in each county, shall be public prosecutor 
therein. 

Sec. 4. The District Attorney in each county shall receive for his sersr- 
ices, annually, the following sum : First, of Yavapai, three hundred 
dollars ($300). Second, of the County of Pima, three hundred dollars 
f $300). Third, of the County of Mohave, one hundred and fifty dollars 
($150). Fourth, of the County of Pah-TJte, one hundred dollars ($100). 
Fifth, of the County of Yuma, one hundred and fifty dollars ($150). Sixth, 
when any new county shall be hereafter created, the District Attorney in 
such county shall receive for his salary not to exceed one hundred dollars 
($100). 

Sec. 5. He shall attend the District Courts held in his county, for the 
transaction of criminal business. He shall also attend Justices' Courts in 
his county, when required by Justices of the Peace, and conduct all prose- 
cutions on behalf of the People, for criminal offences. 

Sec. 6. If he fail to attend any term of the District Court, the Court 
may designate some other person to perform the duties of District 
Attorney, during his absence from the .Court, who shall receive a reason- 
able compensation, to be certified by the Court, and paid out of the County 
Treasury. 

Sec. 7. The District Attorney shall draw all indictments, when required 
by the grand jury ; shall defend all suits brought against the County ; 
shall prosecute all recognizances forfeited in the District Court, and all 
actions for the recovery of debts, fines, penalties and forfeitures, accruing 
to the Territory, or his county ; and he shall also perform such other duties 
as -may be required of him by law. 
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Sec. 8. When he receives money or property, in his official capacity, he 
shall deliver a receipt therefor to the person from whom he receives it, and 
file a duplicate with the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors. 

Sec 9. He shall, on the first Mondays of January and May, and last day 
of November in each year, file in the office of the County Treasurer an 
account in writing, certified by oath, of all, moneys received by him in his 
official capacity, and shall at the same time pay it over to the County 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 10. For a failure to comply with the provisions of the last section, 
the County Treasurer shall bring an action against him and his sureties, 
for the recovery of all moneys in his hands not accounted for, and for twenty 
per cent, additional thereon. 

Sec. 11. The District Attorney shall, without fees, give his opinion to 
any assessor, collector, board of supervisors, coroner, county treasurer, and 
sheriff', in any matter relating to the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec, 12. The District Attorney, in addition to the salary allowed bylaw, 
shall receive the same fees as are allowed the Attorney-Greneral by the 
Howell Code. 

Sec. 13. The District Attorney, when not in attendance on the sittings 
of the District Court as criminal prosecutor, shall attend the sittings of the 
Board of Supervisors when engaged in auditing accounts and claims 
brought against the County, and in all cases oppose such accounts or 
claims as he may deem illegal or unjust. 

Sec. 14. No District Attorney, except fbr his own services, shall be 
allowed to present any claim, account or demand, for allowances against 
his own county, or in any way to advocate the relief asked on the claim or 
demand made by another. 

Sec 15. The District Attorney may be indicted for a misdemeanor in 
office, or neglect of duty, and be punished by fine not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars, or by removal from office, or by both such fine and removal 
from office — said fine to be paid into the County Treasury, for county pur- 
poses. 

Sec 16. In case a vacancy should occur in the office of the District At- 
torney, by death, removal, or otherwise, the Board of Supervisors shall 
appoint some suitable person to fill such vacancy, who shall remain in 
office until the next general election, and until his successor is duly elected 
and qualified. 

Sec. 1*1, It shall be the duty of the Board of Super^visors of each county, 
to appoint some suitable person to fill the office of District Attorney, until 
the next general election, at their next regular or special meeting, after 
the passage of this act. 
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Sec. 18. The District Attorney residing in the county in which the cap- 
ital may be, shall perform the duties heretofore imposed upon the Attorney- 
General by sections two, three and four of Chapter Sixteen of the Howell 
Code, entitled " Of the Attorney-General," and he shall receive therefor one 
hundred dollars ($100), to be paid out of the Territorial Treasury. 

Sec. 19. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT 

Concerning E^heated Estcdes. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

' Section 1. If any person shall die, or any person who may have died, 
within t]?c limits of the Territory of Arizona, seized of any real or personal 
estate, and leaving no heirs, representatives or devisees capable of holding 
or inheriting the same, and in all cases when there is no owner of such 
real or personal estate capable of lawfully holding the same, such estate 
shall escheat to and be vested in the Territory of Arizona. 

Sec. 2. "^iyiienever the District Attorney shall be informed, or have rea- 
son to believe, that any real estate hath escheated to this Territory, by 
reason that any person hath died seized thereof, and hath left no heirs 
capable of inheriting the same, or by reason of the incapacity of the 
devisees to hold the same, or when he shall be informed or have reason to 
believe that any such estate hath otherwise escheated to the Territory, it 
shall be his duty to file an information in bahalf of the Territory in the 
District Court of the Judicial District in which such estate or any part 
thereof is situated ; setting forth a description of the estate, the name of 
the person last lawfully seized, the name of the terre-tenant, the person in 
possession, and persons claiming such estate if known, and the facts and 
circumstances in consequence of which said estate is claimed to have es- 
cheated, and alleging that by reason thereof the Territory of Arizona 
hath right by law to such estate ; whereupon such Court shall ciward and 
issue a summons against such person or persons, bodies politic or corpor- 
ate, alleged in such information to hold, possess, or claim such estate, 
requiring them to appear and show cause why such estate shall not be 
vested in the Territory within the time allowed by law in other civil cases ; 
and the Court shall make an order setting forth briefly the contents of said 
information, and requiring all persons interested in the estate to appear 
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and show cause, if any they have, within thirty days from the date of said 
order, why the same should not vest in the Territory; which order shall be 
published at least one month from the date thereof, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said district, if one be published therein, and, in case no news- 
paper should be published in said district, (by direction of the Judge) in 
some other newspaper published in this Territory. 

Sec. 3. All persons, bodies politic and corporate, named in such inform- 
ation as terre-tenant or claimant to the estate, may appear and plead to 
such proceedings, and may traverse or deny the facts stated in the inform- 
ation, the title of the Territory to lands and tenements or personal property 
therein mentioned, at any time on or before the return day of the summons, 
and any other person claiming an interest in such estate may appear and 
be made a defendant, and plead as aforesaid by motion for that purpose, 
in open court, within the time allowed for pleading as aforesaid ; and, if no 
person shall appear and plead as aforesaid, and the person or persons, 
bodies politic or corporate to whom smnmons was directed, shall refuse to 
plead within the time named in the summons, then judgment shall be ren- 
dered that the Territory be seized of the lands and tenements or personal 
property in such information claimed* But if any person shall appear and 
deny the title set up by the Territory, or traverse any material fact set forth 
4n the information, the issue or issues shall be made up and tried as other 
issues of fact, and a survey may be ordered and entered as in other actions, 
when the title or boundary is drawn in question ; and, if after the issues 
are tried, it shall appear from the facts found or admitted that the Territory 
hath good title to tiie land, tenements, or personal property, in the inform- 
ation mentioned or any part thereof, judgment shall be rendered that the 
Territory be seized thereof, and recover costs against the defendants. 

Sec. 4. The said District Court, upon the filing of said information, and 
application of the District Attorney, either before or after answer, upon 
notice, the party or parties claiming such estate, if known, may (sufficient 
cause therefor being shown) appoint a receiver to take charge and 
receive the rents and profits of the same until the title to such real estate 
shall be finally settled. 

Sec. 6. All moneys which shall accrue to the Territory by the sale of 
personal or real property of an escheated estate, or from the rents and 
profits of lands or tenements held as escheated, shall be paid into the gen- 
eral fund of the Territory, to be used as other moneys in said fund, in de- 
frayment of the current expenses of the Government, and the redemption 
of auditors' warrants. 

Sec. 6. Any party who shall have appeared to any proceedings as afore- 
said, and the District Attorney in behalf of the Territory, shall respectively 
have the same right to prosecute on appeal, or writ of error, upon any 
judgment as aforesaid, as parties in other cases. 

Sec. 1. The administrator upon any such estate shall proceed as in other

cases to settle the estate, and shall, after all just debts against said estate 
are paid, and the expenses of administration, pay over the residue of the 
moneys belonging to the estate, if any there be, to the Territorial Treas- 
urer, who shall place the same in the general fund of the Territory. The 
said Treasurer shall keep a just and true account of all the moneys paid 
into the treasury from such sources, and the District Attorney shall file 
with said treasurer a statement of all lands vested in the Territory as 
'aforesaid, immediately after final judgment as aforesaid ; and if any per- 
son shall appear within ten years after the death of the intestate, and claim 
any such moneys paid into tiie treasury as aforesaid, as heir or legal repre- 
sentative, such person may file a petition to the District Court in the dis- 
trict in which the seat of Government may be at the time, stating the 
nature of his claim, and praying such money may be^ paid him ; a copy of 
such petition shall be served on the District Attorney, at least twenty days 
before the hearing of said petition, who shall put in answer to the same, 
and the Court thereupon shall examine said claim and the allegations and 
proofs, and if the Court shall find that such person is entitled to any money 
paid into the Territorial Treasury as aforesaid, he shall, by an order, direct 
the Board of Auditors to issue their warrant on the treasury for the pay- 
ment of the same without interest or cost to the Territory, a copy of which 
oi'der, under the seal of the Court, shall be a sufficient voucher for the issu- 
ing of said warrant ; and if any person shall appear and claim land vested 
in the Territory as aforesaid, within five years after the judgment was rent 
dered, it shall be lawful for such person (other than such as was servers 
with summons, or appeared to the proceeding of their heirs or assigns) to 
file in the District Court, in the district where the lands claimed lie, a peti- 
tion setting forth the nature of his claim, and praying that the said lands 
be relinquished to him, a copy of which petition shall be served on the 
District Attorney, who shall put in an answer, and the Court thereupon 
shall examine said claim, allegations, and proofs, and if it shall appear that 
such person is entitled to such land claimed in the petition, the Court shall 
decree accordingly, which shall be effectual for divesting the interests of 
the Territory in or to the lands, but no costs shall be charged to the Terri- . 
tory, and the claimant or claimants shall pay the costs of the proceeding, 
and all persons who shall fail to appear and file their petition within the 
time limited as aforesaid, shall be forever barred ; saving, however, infants, 
persons of unsound mind, or persons beyond the limits of the United States, 
who may appear and file their petitions as aforesaid, at any time within five 
years after their respective disabilities are removed ; provided^ however, 
that the Legislature may tsause such lands to be sold at any time after 
seizure in such manner as they may by law prescribe, in which case the 
claimants shall be entitled to the proceeds in lieu of said lands, upon obtain- 
ing a decree or order as aforesaid. 

Sec. 8. Subdivision nine of Section one, of Chapter twenty-six, Howell 
Code, entitled "Of title to real property by descent,'' and all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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AN ACT 
Creating the Office of TerrUorial Auditor » 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. There shall be a Territorial Auditor who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council, who shall hold his office for the term of two years, and until his 
successor is appointed and qualified. 

Sbc. 2. That the powers and duties of the Auditor shall be such as are 
conferred upon the Board of Territorial Auditors by Chapter twenty, 
Howell Code, so far as the same shall be applicable and not inconsistent 
-with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. The Territorial Auditor shall, on or before the first day of Au- 
gust, annually submit to the Governor a report of his doings during the 
year next preceding. 

Sec. 4. The Auditor shall receive an annual salary of five hundred dol- 
lars, ($500,) to be paid quarter yearly, out of the Territorial Treasury, and 
in addition thereto be allowed one hundred and fifty dollars ($150) for 
office and incidental expenses. 

Sec. 5. That Sections five, eight, nine, ten and eleven, of Chapter 
twenty, Howell Code, entitled "Oi the Board of Territorial Auditors," and 
all acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act to take e£fect and be in force from and after its passage.

AN ACT 
To Provide for the Expenses of Arizona Territory. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1, That the Auditor of the Territory is hereby empowered to 
issue Territorial Warrants drawing upon the Treasury of the Territory, in 
favor of all persons to whom the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
may direct. 
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Bec. 2. That the Treasurer shall pay out of any funds in his hands ap- 
plicable to such use, the amount stated as due in the Auditor's warrants 
only, in the order in which they are drawn, according to priority of date ; 
providedf that all warrants are receivable into the treasury in payment of 
any taxes, licenses, or other dues to the territory, and all warrants bearing 
date the same day bear equal priority and shall be paid in the order in 
which they are presented for payment. 

Sec. 3. That the Auditor shall issue his warrants on the Treasurer in 
any sum that the party entitled to the same may desire ; provided^ they 
shall not be less than five dollars, unless the sum due is less than that 
amount. 

Sec. 4. That all warrants drawn up by the Auditor on the Treasury of 
the Territory, shall be in the following form :

Sec 6. That warrants drawn by the Auditor of this Territory on the 
Treasurer shall be received by the sheriff or collector of the revenue in 
payment of taxes, fines, and penalties, or other dues to the Territory, at 
par, and shall be received froni such officer by the Treasurer, in settlement 
of revenue due from such sheriff or collector of the Territory.

Sec. 6. No sheriff, collector of the revenue, territorial or county treas- 
urer, shall buy, purchase, trade for, or in any manner deal in the warrants 
drawn by the Auditor, or in any county warrants, except at their par value, 
and for every offence committed against the provisions of this act, shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

Sec. T. That each year the Auditor shall make an estimate of the prob- 
able amount of revenue derivable from the various sources, and report the 
same to the Legislative Assembly of the Territory, by which they may be 
governed in their appropriations, and that every warrant shall be cancelled 
or paid in its own financial year, out of the sums in the hands of the Treas- 
urer, and that no warrant shall be issued ovei and above the estimate of 
said Auditor duly reported to the Legislative Assembly, i 

Sec 8. That all Territorial warrants issued by the proper authorities of 
the Territory, shall draw interest from and after the date of their presenta- 
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tion, at the rate of ten per cent per annunii until there are funds to pay 
said warrants in the hands of the Treasurer. 

Sec. 9. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 10. This act to take e£fect and be in force from and after the first 
day of January, A. D. 1867.

Providing for the location and registration of Mines and Mineral Dsposits, 

and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Secjtion 1. The mining districts heretofore created in the several counties 
of this Territory, are hereby authorized and empowered to make all neces- 
sary rules and regulations for the location, registry and, working of mines 
therein ; Provided, that all locations and registrations of mines and mineral 
deposits hereafter made in any of the said districts shall be transmitted to 
the County Recorder for record within sixty days after the same shall have 
been located. 



Sec 2. The county recorders of the several counties are authorized and 
required to procure suitable books in which the records of all mines and 
mineral deposits shall be kept, which said books shall be pai^ for out of 
the county treasury, and they shall receive for their services herein the 
following fees : For recording and indexing each claim not exceeding one 
folio, one dollar; and for eacL additional folio, twenty cents. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this act shall be so construed as . to affect the claims 
to mines and mineral deposits heretofore located and duly recorded. 

Sec. 4. The claim of the Territory to all mining claims heretofore located 
is hereby abandoned, and the same are hereby declared open to relocation 
and registry ; Provided, th^t nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to affect mining claims heretofore sold and disposed of by the Territory. 

Sec. 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to placer mines 
or mining, or other mineral deposits other than those comfiaonly called 

veins, or lode mines.

AN ACT 

To Provide for the Segregation of Mining Claims. . 

Be it enacted by the Legislatiye Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. Whenever any one or more jomt owners, or tenants in com- 
mon, of mining claims, may desire to work or prospect such claims, and any 
other owner or.owners thereof shall fail or refuse to join in said work, said 
other owner or owners may apply to the Judge of the Probate Court of the 
county wherein the claim or claims may be situated, for a partition or segre- 
gation of the claim or claims of the party or parties so failing or refusing 
to join, and setting forth the fact that the said parties (if within the 
county), have been requested to join in the work as aforesaid, and have 
refused to do so ; and if without the county, to set forth that fact — all of 
which shall be sustained by the oath or affirmation of one or more of the 
parties so applying, upon which the Judge of Probate shall post a notice 
at the office of the County Recorder, and in two other conspicuous places 
within the county, stating the application and notifying the parties inter- 
ested that unless they appear and show good cause why the prayer of the 
petitioners should not be granted, that the same will be granted, and, after 
the expiration of thirty days' notice, as herein required, if the parties noti- 
fied do not appear and show good cause why the prayer of the petitioners 
should not be granted,, the Judge of Probate shall appoint two commission- 
ers to go upon the ground and segregate the claims of the parties refusing 
to join, as aforesaid, from the claim or claims of the parties moving for 
partition ; and in case they do not agree, they to choose a third party, and 
said commissioners shall make a report in writing to said Judge of Probate, 
who shall issue a decree in conformity with said report, which shall be 
final, except appeal be taken to the District Court within thirty days after 
issuance thereof.

AN ACT 
Regarding Warrants. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1* All warrants drawn by the late Board of Territorial Auditors, 
and yet unpaid, shall be paid by the Territorial Treasurer only in the order 
in which they were drawn, according to priority of date, and shalFbear 
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interest at the rate of ten per cent, per annum from the date of their res- 
pective presentation for payment. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT 

Respecting the Reports or Returns of Officers, 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. That all officers of this Territory required by law to make out 
and send annual reports or returns to the Governor, Secretary, Treasurer 
or Auditor of the Territory, shall make out, sign and transmit the same to 
the proper officer thirty days next preceding the day of the convening of 
the Legislature. ' 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Sec 3. This act to take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT 

Of General Incorporations, 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. Whenever three or more persons shall desire to incorporate 
themselves for the purpose of engaging in any lawful enterprise, business, 
pursuit or occupation, they may do so in the manner provided in this act. 

Sec. 2. Such persons shall make and subscribe written articles of incor- 
poration in triplicate, and acknowledge the same before any officer author-

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ized to take the acknowledgment of a deed, and file one of such articles in 
the office of the Secretary of the Territory, another with the County Re- 
corder, wheie the enterprise, business, pursuit or occupation is proposed to 
be carried on, or the principal oflSce or place of business is proposed to be 
located, and retain the third in the possession of the corporation. 

• 

Sec. 3. The articles of incorporation, or a certified copy of the one filed 
with the Secretary of the Territory or the County Recdrder, is evidence of 
the existence of such corporation. 

Sec. 4. The articles of incorporation shall specify — ^First, The name as- 
sumed by the corporation, and by which it shall be known, and the duration 
of the corporation. Second, The enterprise, business, pursuit or occupation 
in which the corporation proposes to engage. Third, The place where the 
corporation proposes to have its principal office or place of business. 
Fourth, The amount of the capital stock of the corporation. Fifth, The 
amount of each share of such capital stock. Sixth, If the corporation is 
formed for the purpose of navigatiDg any stream or other water, or making 
or constructing any rail road, macadamized road, plank road, clay road, 
canal or bridge, the termini of such navigation, road, canal, or the site of 
such bridge, or for the purpose of mining and milling. 

Sec. 5. Upon the making and filing of the articles of incorporation as 
herein provided, the persons subscribing the same are corporators, and 
authorized to carry into effect the object specified in the articles, in the 
manner provided in this act, and they and their successor^, associates and 
assigns, by the name assumed in such articles, shall thereafter be deemed 
a body corporate, with power — 

First, To sue and be sued. 

Second, To contract and be contracted with. 

Third, To have and use a corporate seal, and the same to alter at 
pleasure. 

Fourth, To purchase, possess and dispose of such real and personal 
property as may be necessary and convenient to carry into effect the object 
of the incorporation. 

Fifth, To appoint such subordinate officers and agents as the business 
of the corporation may require, and prescribe their duties and compensa- 
tion. 

Sixth, To make by-laws, not inconsistent with any existing laws, for the 
sale of any portion of its stock for delinquent or unpafd assessments due 
thereon, which sale may be made without judgment or execution ; Provided, 
That no such sale shall be made without thirty days' notice of time and 
place of sale, in some newspaper published in the county, if there be any 
newspaper published in said county, if not, then in some newspaper pub- 
lished nearest to the place of business of such company, within the Terri- 
tory, for the transfer of its stock, for the management of its property, and 
or the general regulation of its affairs* 

Sec. 6. The corporators, or any portion of them designated by a majority 
of the whole number, are authorized to open books and receive subscrip-

tions to the capital stock of the corporation, and as soon as such capital 
stock has been subscribed, they shall give notice to the subscribers to 
meet at such time and place as they may designate, for the purpose of 
electing not less than three nor more than seven directors, as the stock- 
holders present shall determine ; Provided^ That it shall be lawful, in the 
organization of any corporation proposing to construct more than ten miles 
of railroad, to elect a board of directors as soon as one-half of the capital 
stock has been subscribed. 

Sec. T. The corporators present at such meetings shall be inspectors of 
the election and certify who are elected directors, and appoint the time and 
place of their first meeting; and each stockholder who shall attend in 
person or by proxy appointed by writing, and subscribed by such stock- 
holder, shall be entitled to one vote for each share of capital stock sub- 
scribed by him; but after such first election of the directors, no person 
shall vote on any share upon which any installment or portion thereof is 
then due and unpaid. 

Sec. 8. No person is eligible^to the office of director, unless he is a stock- 
holder in the corporation and resident of the Territory, or represented by 
a duly authorized agent ; and a director ceasing to be such stockholder or 
represented by such duly authorized agent, ceases to be a director ; Pro- 
m^(i. That corporations constructing railroads in this Territory may per- 
mit a minority of the board of directors to reside out of this Territory. 
Before entering upon the discharge of their duties the directors shall each 
take and subscribe an oath to faithfully and honestly discharge such duties. 

Sec. 9. The directors when elected and qualified, at the first meeting 
thereafter, shall elect one of their number President, who shall preside at 
their meetings and perform such other special duties as the directors may < 
authorize, and at the same time shall appoint a Secretary, whose duty it 
shall be to keep a fair and correct record of all the official business of the 
corporation ; from the first meeting of the directors, the powers vested in 
the corporation are exercised by them or by their officers or agents under 
their direction, except as otherwise specially provided in this act. 

Sec 10. The notice of the time and place of the first meeting of the 
stockholders, for the election of directors, shall be given by publication of 
the same, for thirty days before such meeting, in some newspaper published 
at least once every two weeks in the county where the meeting is to be 
held, or in some newspaper published in like manner and in general circu- 
lation therein ; Provided, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to prevent such stockholders from holding such meetings for the election of 
directors before the expiration of thirty days after such stock is subscribed 
and without the publication of the notice above referred to ; Provided fur- 
ther, that all such stockholders shall, be present at such meetings, or con- 
sent thereto in writing, which consent shall be filed with the Secretary of 
such Company. All notices of subsequent meetings of stockholdeis or 
directors shall be given for such time stnd in such manner as the Directors 
may prescribe. 
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Sec. 11. There shall be an annual election of directors, and at each elec- 
tion after the first the President of the corporation shall act as inspector of 
election, and certify who are elected directors ; the directors chosen shall 
hold their oflBce for one year thereafter, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified; the powers vested in the directors may be exercised 
by a majority of them. 

Sec. 12. Every corporation organized under this act* shall keep a stock- 
book in such manner as to show intelligibly the original stockholders, their 
respective shares, the amount paid and the amount due thereon, if any, and 
all transfers thereof, which stock-book, or a certified copy thereof, as to the 
items in this section specified shall be subject to the inspection, at all rea- 
sonable hours, of any person interested therein, and applying therefor. 

Sec. 13. The stocks in all private corporations organized under this act, 
are to be deemed personal property, and subject to attachment, execution, 
levy, and sale as such ; and the corporation, in case of such sale, is 
required to make the necessary transfers to the purchasers on the stock- 
book. 

Sec. 14. All sales of stock, whether voluntary or otherwise, transfer to 
the purchaser all rights of the original holder, or person from whom the 
same is purchased, and subject such purchaser to the payment of any un- 
paid balance due or to become due on such stock ; but, if the sale be 
voluntary, the seller is still liable to existing creditors for the amount of 
such balance, unless the same be duly paid by such purchaser. 

Sec. 15. If the directors of a corporation declare and pay dividends, 
when the corporation is insolvent, or which renders it insolvent, or dimin- 
• ishes .the amount of its capital stock, such directors shall be jointly and 
severally liable for the debts of the corporation then existing, or incurred 
while they remain in office ; or if such directors shall, by any official act 
or conduct, fraudulently induce any person to give credit to such corpora- 
tion, they shall be liable in like manner to such person for any loss he may 
sustain thereby ; but any director who voted against such dividend, or such 
fraudulent act or conduct, if present, or who thereafter as soon as the same 
came to his knowledge, filed \his objections thereto, shall be exempt from 
such liability. 

Sec. 16. Any corporation organized under this act, which does not elect 
directors and commence the transaction of business for which it was 
formed, within one year from the time of the filing of the articles of incor- 
poration, shall thenceforth be divested of its corporate powers ; and if such 
corporation shall, for any period of six months after the commencement of 
its business, neglect and cease to carry on the same, its corporate powers 
shall also cease. 

Sec. 17. All corporations that expire by the limitation specified in their 
articles of incorporation, or are annulled for forfeiture or other cause, by 
the judgment of a Court, continue to exist as bodies corporate for the period

of five years thereafter if necessary, for the purpose of prosecuting or 
defending actions, suits or proceedings by or against them, settling their 
business, disposing of their property, and dividing their capital stock, but 
not for the purpose of continuing their corporate business. 

Sec. 18. The stockholders of any private incorporation heretofore incor- 
porated by any special act of the Legislature, may at any time hereafter, 
'while such corporation exists, incorporate themselves • under this aist, in 
the mode herein prescribed, for the purpose of carrying on the enterprise, 
business, pursuit or occupation, for which they may have been specially 
incorporated ; and the filing of the articles of incorporation shall be deemed 
a surrender of such special incorporation, but not of any vested rights 
thereunder, and thereafter such corporation shall have the powers and 
privileges and be subject to the liabilities and limitations provided by this 
acty and not otherwise. 

Sec. 19. Any corporation under the provisions of this act may, at any 
meeting of the stockholders which is called for such purpose, by a vote of 
a majority of the stock of such jg^rporation, increase or diminish its capital 
stock or the amount of the sflwes thereof or authorize the dissolution of 
such corporation, and the settling of its business and disposing of its pro- 
perty, and divding its capital stock ; Provided^ however, that the capital 
stock of any corporation formed under this act, except corporations formed 
for the puipose of making and constructing a railroad, shall never exceed 
the sum of five millions dollars ; and any corporation that shall violate 
this provision of this act shall forfeit its corporate rights. 

Sec. 20. Any coiporation formed for the purpose of navigating any 
stream or other water, may, by virtue of such incorporation construct any 
railroad, macadamized road, plank road or clay road, or canal, or bridge 
necessary and convenient for the purpose of transporting freight or passen- 
gers across any portages onAe line of such navigation, occasioned by any 
rapids or other obstructions to the navigation of such stream or other 
water, in like manner and with like effect as if such corporation had been 
specially formed for such purposes ; but no corporation formed under this 
act, or heretofore or hereafter incorporated by any special act of incorpora- 
tion passed by the Legislative Assembly of this Territory, or otherwise for 
the purpose of navigating any stream or other waters of this Territory, or 
forming the boundary thereof in whole or in part, nor any stockholder in 
such corporation shall ever take or hold , stock, or any interest directly or 
indirectly in the stock of any corporation which may be formed under this 
act, for the purpose of building or constructing any road in this act men- 
tioned, or shall any such corporation ever purchase, lease, or in any way 
control such road or the corporate rights of such last-named corporation; Pro- 
mdedj further, that corporations heretofore incorporated, or which may here* 
after be formed under this act for the purpose of establishing and keeping 
a ferry across any stream or other water of this Territory, or forming the 
boundary thereof in whole or in part, shall not be deemed a corporation for 
the purpose of navigating such streams of water, within the meaning of 
this act, nor shall the stockholders thereof be restrained from taking or 
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holding stock in a corporation formed under this act, for the purpose of 
constructing or building any road. 

Sec. 21. The stockholders may, by a majority vote of the stock, change 

its general place of business. 

« 

Sec. 22. The Directors of any Corporation may file supplementally arti- 
cles of incorporation at any time when a unanimous vote of all the stock 
subscribed shall so determine, for the purpose of engaging in any new en- 
terprise or business pursuit not in violation of law, or for the purpose of 
changing any part of the route of their road or canal, or either terminus or 
both, the Directors shall cause a notice to be published of the filing of such 
supplementary articles, setting forth the object of the same. 

Sec 23. Any Company incorporated under the laws of any other State 
or Territory, for any enterprise, business pursuit, or occupation proposed 
to be carried on, or the principal office or place of business is proposed to 
be located within this Territory, shall make and file certified and duly au- 
thenticated copies of their articles of incfl»oration as required by Section 
second of this act, and shall cause theyenterprise, business pursuit, or 
occupation to be represented by a duly authorized agent or agents, who 
shall reside within the limits and under the jurisdiction of this Territory, 
and, upon complying with the requirements of this section, shall be enti- 
tled to all the rights and privileges allowed by this act, and shall be held 
liable and responsible to all its provisions in like manner as though incor- 
porated within this Territory.

Sec. 24. Any such incorporation as is mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, who shall commence to operate or do business in this Territory pre- 
vious to complying with the requirements of this act, shall forfeit all their 
rights, interests, claims and demands within this Territory, and any person 
aggrieved by the acts of said incorporation may, by process of law be- 
fore the District Court of the county or district where the principal office 
or place of business of said corporation is located, in the same manner 
by attachment or otherwise, as if for the payment of money, obtain judg- 
ment ; and shall, upon the recovery of such judgment against said incor- 
porate company, be held responsible for any damages which may be 
awarded in such judgment, and all property real or personal held or owned 
by said incorporation, shall be responsible for such damages and subject to 
levy and sale under execution. 

Sec. 25. II shall be the duty of said incorporation to file with the Secre- 
tary of the Territory, and the County Recorder of the county in which the 
said enterprise, business pursuit or occupation is located, the lawful 
appointment of an agent, upon whom all notices and all processes 
against such incorporation may be served, and when so served shall be 
deemed and taken to be a personal service on such incorporation, for all 
purposes whatsoever. 

Sec 26. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act, and particu- 
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larly chapter fifty-one of the Howell Code, entitled " Of corporations for 
mining purposes," shall be and are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 21. This act shall take efiect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT 
Concerning Roads and Highways, 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. All roads shall be considered as public highways, which are 
now used as such, and have been declared such by an act of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of this Territory, or by an order of a board of county com- 
missioners, or board of supervisors of any county within this Territory, or 
which may be hereafter declared by the boards of supervisors within their 
respective counties ; Provided^ that this act be so construed as nottoaflFect in 
any manner or apply to the " Act to Incorporate the Mohave and Prescott 
Toll-road Company, approved November 3d, 1864"; and provided, further, 
that this act shall not apply to the Counties of Pima and Mohave. 

Sec* 2. It shall be the du|^ of the Board of Supervisors of each county, 
to divide the county into a suitable number of road districts, and to appoint 
annually or whenever vacancies may occur, an overseer for such district, 
whom they shaU have power to remove at pleasure. 

Sec. 3. The Coimty Recorder of each county shall notify all persons who 
have been appointed road overseers, within ten days after such appoint- 
ment has been made^ informing them of such appointment, and describing 
the boundaries of their district. 

Sec 4. The road overseers shall cause all the public highways within 
their respective districts to be kept clear from obstruction, and in good re- 
pair ; causing banks to be graded, bridges and causeways to be made when 
the same may be necessary, to keep the same in good repair, and to renew 
them when destroyed. 

Sec 5. The road overseers have power to make u8e of any gravel or dirt 
for improving the road, which may be absolutely necessary, from any adja- 
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cent unimproved lands, and the Board of Supervisors may allow such dam- 
ages, if there be any, to the owners of said lands as they may deem just; 
Fravidedj that said Supervisors shall be liable to pay damages to the 
county, at the suit of any citizen, if it shall be proved that they have al- 
lowed extraordinary and extravagant damages. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Supervisors shall have power to levy a road tax on 
all able-bodied men, which shall not exceed five cents on every one hundred 
dollars, for road purposes, to be levied and collected at the same time and 
in the &ame manner as other property taxes are collected; Providedj tho^t 
the provisions of this section, so far as it relates to the road tax, shall not 
apply to any of the incorporated towns or cities of this Territory; and pro- 
mdedy that all able-bodied men shall pay, in addition to the road tax levied 
by the Board of Supervisors, the sum of six dollars each, or at their option, 
two days' work upon the road under the direction of the road overseer. 

Sec. 1. The property tax go levied shall be collected by the SheriflF of the 
county in the same manner as in the collection of other taxes; but all road 
taxes for road purposes shall be collected by the overseers in their respect- 
ive districts; pramled, that the Board of Supervisors shall in all cases 
require a bond of such overseer, the amovmt to be fixed by them, to secure 
the payment of such moneys as he may receive under the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 8. Whenever any contract for the improvement of roads is to be 
made, advertisement thereof shall be given by the overseer of the district 
in which such improvement is to be made, by posting written notices in 
two of the most public places of his district, and by advertisement in one 
newspaper of the county, or, if none be published in the county, by notice 
posted at the court-house door ten days prior to the letting of such con- 
tract; and all contracts shall be awarded to the lowest i^esponsible bidder, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Sunervisors; Provided^ that the 
overseers shall have power to make contracts for the improvement of roads, 
which shall not exceed the sum of fifty dollars, at their option, such con- 
tracts to be approved by the Board of Supervisors. 

Seo. 9. The Board of Supervisors of each county, on presentation of 
petition praying for a county road to be laid out in the county, or praying 
for a cart road to be laid out from the dwelling or plantation of any person 
through the lands of another to any public road, or from one public road to 
another, and designating the points therein, shall cause notice to be given 
to the parties owning the land over which such road is to be located, and 
if objections by one or more of the owners shall be made, the Board of 
Supervisors shall consider and determine the same at their next regular 
meeting, and if they shall be of the opinion .that such road is necessary, 
they shall appoint three persons as viewers to view and locate said road, 
and upon the return of a certificate of the viewers, shall declare the same 
to be a public highway; when absolutely necessary, the county surveyor, 
if there be any, may be called in by the Supervisors to assist in said loca- 
tion. 
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Sec. 10. Each road overseer shall report to the board of supervisors 
quarterly the amount of money collected and paid out by him, and to whom 
and for what paid, the number of days he has been in actual service, and 
also a list of delinquents ; and the said overseers shall make an affidavit 
before a Justice of the Peace, or some other officer to administer oaths, 
that the said report and delinquent list are correct, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief ; and any person refusing or neglecting to pay the 
road t§,x required by this act, to the overseer, within three days after the 
said tax shall have been demanded in writing of him by such overseer, 
shall be considered delinquent, and the overseer shall proceed to levy and 
sell at public sale to the highest bidder, after giving public notice as 
required by law on sales of execution, the property of such delinquent, or 
so much thereof as shall be necessary to satisfy such delinquent's road-Jax 
and costs of making such sale, which shall be the same fees as those 
allowed to the sheriff* for like services, on sale of execution. 

Sec 11. The overseers shall each receive for their services, while in 
actual employment, such compensation as shall be allowed by the board of 
supervisors, not to exceed six dollars per day. 

Sec. 12. If any person shall obstruct any public road, by felling any 
trees across the same, or by placing any other obstruction therein, or dam- 
ming, digging, or deepening a creek or river or its banks so as to destroy 
a ford or crossing, he shall he liable to prosecution before any Justice of 
the Peace by any supervisor of the county or overseer of the road-district 
on behalf of the county; and on conviction thereof shall be fined in a sum 
not exceeding fifty dollars, and shall forfeit five dollars for every day he 
shall suffer said obstruction to remain, after he shall have been ordered to 
remove the same by the overseer. 

Sec. 13. If any person shalt willfully destroy or injure any bridge or 
causeway, or cause to be removed any of the plank or timber therefrom, or 
cut down or injure any tree planted or growing as a shade tree in any pub- 
lic highway, or damage any highway by digging in it, he shall be liablq to 
be prosecuted before any Justice of the Peace, by any supervisor of the 
county in behalf of said county, and on conviction thereof shall be fined in 
a sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Sec 14. All fines collected under the provisions of this act, shall be 
paid into the County Treasury for the use of the road district in which the 
same were collected. 

Sec 15. That Sections sixteen, seventeen, eighteen, nineteen, twenty, 
twenty-one and twenty-two, of chapter nine of the Howell Code, entitled 
" Of the Local Administration of Counties," and all acts or parts of acts 
in conflict with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec 16. This act to take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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AN ACT 

Authorizing the Board of Supervisors of Yavapai County to levy a special 
too:, for the purpose of raising funds to purchase the necessary grounds 
and to erect thereon a Jail, 

Be jt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona : 

Section 1. That the Board of Supervisors of Yavapai County be, and 
they are hereby authorized and empowered to levy and cause to be col- 
lected a special tax, the revenue derived from which is to be used by said 
board of supervisors in erecting a Jail and such other county buildings as 
said board shall deem necessary, and also to purchase the necessary ground 
in the town of Prescott upon which to erect said buildings. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose named in the preceding section, said board of 
supervisors are hereby authorized and empowered to levy and cause to be 
collected an ad valorem tax not exceeding fifty cents upon each one hundred 
dollars' value of the taxable property in the County of Yavapai. 

Sec. 3. For the purpose aforesaid, each male inhabitant of said County 
of Yavapai, over the age of twenty-one and under sixty years, and not by 
law exempt from poll-tax, shall pay a poll-tax of one dollar. 

• 

Sec 4. The tax herein authorized to be levied and collected, shall be 
levied and collected in all respects, and the money arising therefrom paid 
into the County Treasury, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
thirty-three of the Howell Code, entitled "Of Finance and Taxation"; Fro- 
videdf that county warrants or other evidences of county indebtedness shall 
not be received in payment of said tax. 

Sec 5. The said Board of Supervisors are hereby authorized to have 
said buildings erected whenever they may deem proper, and issue or cause 
to be issued county bonds bearing interest at the rate of ten per cent, per 
annum until paid, said bonds to be paid when said special tax is collected.

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sembly of the Territory of Ai'izona, be and they are hereby requested to 
relinquish the same, and to incorporate under section eighteen, of an act 
of general incorporations, within six months after the said act takes effect. 

That the Governor, Judge of the Supreme Court residing at the capital, 
and Secretary of the Territory, be and they are hereby appointed a board 
of commissioners on behalf of the Territory, authorized with full powers 
to secure such relinquishment of charters or franchises, and to perform all 
other acts in the premises that may be required by law. 

That in all cases, (when the same shall come to their knowledge) the 
said commissioners, when a person or company holding or claiming a fran- 
chise or charter heretofore granted by the Legislature of this Territory 
have not complied with the requirements of such act or acts granting such 
franchise or charter, be and they are hereby required to notify such person 
or company to the effect that he or they have forfeited their franchise or 
charter, and are required forthwith to incorporate under the general incor- 
poration law, and upon failure so to do after such notice, the franchise or 
charter shall revert to the Territory. 

That the said commissioners are hereby required to report their acts and 
proceedings to the Legislature at its nekt annual session.

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MEMORIAL 

Asking that the Act of GongresSf approved May 5th, A. D, 1866, setting off to 
the State of Nevada aU that part of the Territory of Ariiona west qf the 
thirty-^venth degree (f Longityde viestfrom Washington, and west of th^ 
Colorado River, he repealed. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States i^ 

Congress assembled: 

Your memoralists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, 
respectfully represent, that by an act approved May 6th, 1866, Congress 
added to, and made a part of the State of Nevada, " all that extent of 
territory lying within the following boundaries, to wit: 'Commencing on the 
thirty-seventh degree of north latitude, at tiie thirty-seventh degree of 
longitude west from Washington, and running thence south on said degree 
of longitude to the middle of the river Colorado of the west, thence down 
the middle of said river to the eastern boundary of California, thence 
north-westerly along said boundary of California to the thirty-seventh de- 
gree of north latitude, and east along said degree of latitude to the point 
of beginniBg ; " Provided, however, that the territory mentioned should not 
become a part of the State of Nevada until said State should through its 
Legislature consent thereto. 

Your memoralists further represent, that to the best of their knowledge 
and belief, this territory has not yet been accepted by the State of Nevada, 
in the terms and manner required by the foregoing provision, and that the 
matter is yet wholly within the control of Congress, and they earnestly 
pray that the act by which it is proposed to take &om Arizona this impor- 
tant part of her territory, he repealed by your honorable bodies. 
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The area in question, which embraces the chief part of Pah-Ute County 
and all of Mohave County west of the Colorado River, holds a natural and 
convenient relation to the Territory of Arizona, and a most unnatural and 
inconvenient one to the State of Nevada. It is the water shed of the Col- 
orado River into which all the principal streams of Arizona empty, and 
which has been justly styled the Mississippi of the Pacific. By this great 
river the Territory receives the most of its supplies, and lately it has be- 
come the^jhannel of a large part of the trade of San Francisco with Utah 
and Montana. Moreover, while it is a comparatively short and easy jour- 
ney from any part of the territory in question to the county seats or the 
'capital of Arizona, it is a tedious and perilous one of three hundred miles 
to the nearest county seat in Nevada, and to reach the capital of that State, 
by reason of intervening deserts, including the celebrated " Death Valley,^ 
over which travel is often impossible and always extremely hazardous, it 
is necessary to go around by Los Angeles and San Francisco, a distance 
of some fifteen hundred miles, and a most circuitous way. It is the unani- 
mous wish of the inhabitants of Pah-Ute and Mohave counties, and indeed 
of all the constituents of your memorialists, that the territory in question 
should remain within Arizona ; for the convenient transaction of official 
and other business, and on every account they greatly desire it. And on 
their behalf and in accordance with what appears to be no more than a 
matter of simple justice and reason, your memorialists earnestly request 
your honorable bodies to set aside the action by which it is proposed 
to cede it to Nevada, and as in duty bound your petitioners will ever 
pray. 

Resolvedy That our Delegate in Congress, 5on. John N.^oodwin, is 
hereby requested to spare no^ effort to secure a favorable response to this 
memorial.

MEMORIAL 

Asking for the Establishment of new Mail Routes. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 

Congress assembled: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, 
respectfully represent, that in accordance with a concurrent resolution, of 
which the following is a copy: 

^'Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the Council concurring, 
that a committee of three from the House and- two from the Council be 
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appointed as a special committee to inquire into, examine witnesses, and 
take evidence under oath, if necessary, as to the necessity and practicabil- 
ity of memorializing Congress as to establishing other mail routes and 
putting services on some of those already established, and especially with 
reference to procuring service from San Bernardino, California, to Wicken- 
burg ma La Paz, connecting with that already established from Tubac and 
Tucson to Prescott ; also from La Paz to Arizona City in continuation of 
that from Mohave to La Paz." • 

A committee was appointed who have examined witnesses and received 
evidence regarding the necessity and practicability of additional mail, 
service in the Territory. Said committee report that a large and growing 
commercial population on the Colorado River demands that postal service 
for the accommodation of the various towns upon that river as well as for 
convenience of the interior country be -at once established upon the route 
(created by Act of Congress approved June 30, 1864) from Los Angeles 
via La Paz to Wickenburg, connecting at the latter place with the route 
from Tubac and Tucson to Prescott, now in operation. This service will 
prove highly advantageous to the southern and western parts of the Ter 
ritory. It is also important for the interests of a considerable and increas- 
ing mining population that Congress should immediately declare a postal 
route from Prescott to Lynx Creek, Big Bug, Woolsey's Kanch and Turkey 
Creek, and put service thereon. 

Service is also needed on the established routes from La Paz via Eureka 
to Arizona City, and from Prescott via Fort Wingate to Albuqurque on the 
Kio Grande, and from Port Yuma via Tucson, to Mesilla. It is also recom- 
mended that the route from Wickenburg to Prescott be so changed as to 
run by Walnut Grove, and that a route be established from Callville to 
Pahranagat. 

For any further information than that now in possession of Congress and 
the Post Office Department regarding these several routes, reference is 
respectfully made to Gird^s official map of the Territory of Arizona. 

Resolved, That to promote the object of this memorial, the Secretary of 
the Territory is herewith requested to transmit a copy of the same to our 
Delegate in Congress, Hon. John N. Goodwin, and also a copy to the 
Postmaster General.

Regarding a SoiUfiem Pacific Railroad. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 

Congress assembled : 

Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, 
respectfully represent that the -people of this Territory are almost isolated 
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from the outside world, being far removed from the thoroughfares of com- 
merce and civilization which are open to the citizens of almost every other 
portion of the domain of the United States, while unbounded mineral and 
agricultural sources of wealth lie undeveloped, solely for want of facilities 
for communication with the rest of the world. That we :have learned that 
a bill will be introduced before your honorable bodies, for a charter for the 
construction of a railroad from the most available point on the Colorado 
River, to run through the Central portion of this Territory, by or near the 
capital, and to connect with the Sourthem Pacific Railroad on the eastern 
boundary of the Territory, which, ;if passed, will inure to the greatest beh- 
efit of the people of Arizona, and greatly facilitate the development u-nd 
settlement of the Territory. 

Therefore we respectfully solicit of your honorable bodies the passage of 
an act to appropriate such an amount of the public lands in aid of tSie con- 
struction of such contemplated f ^.ilroad as will be adequate to secure its 
most speedy completion, being as^,ured as we are that it will result in such 
an increase of wealth, in the shape of taxable property, a9 will in a very 
short period amply remunerate the United States Government for. ^uch 
donation. And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever pray. 

Resolved, That our Delegate in Congress, Hon. John N. Goodwin, is 
hereby requested to use all honorable means in his power to secure the 
passage of such an act, and that His Excellency the Governor of the Ter- 
ritory be requested to transmit a copy of this memorial to him.

Ashing a Donation of the Site of the Town of Frescott. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 

Congress assembled : 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, 
most respectfully represent that : 

Whereas, early in the summer of eighteen hundred and sixty-four, the 
Governor of this Territory caused to be established the temporary seat of 
Government at what is now known as the town of Prescott, which was 
duly surveyed, platted and laid off into suitable and convenient sized lots 
for building, and many of said lots have been and are now u^ed for busi- 
ness purposes ; and 
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Whereas, said town is conveniently situated as a business center for a 
large portion of our surrounding country, and must, from its situation, be- 
come a town of much importance ; and

Whereas, the present precarious and unsatisfactory titles to said lots, 
(which are only possessory in their character,) greatly retards the progress 
and prosperity of said town ; 

Therefore your memorialists most earnestly and respectfully pray, that 
yon will set apart three hundred and twenty acres of land embracing said 
tovm site, as a donation under the same provisions and in accordance with 
an " act providing for the relief of the citizens of Denver, in the Territory 
of Colorado, approved the twenty-eighth day of May, A. D. 1864." There- 
fore be it
